St. Paul, Aug, 14.—Lightning and 
heavy 
rains 
throughout Minnesota 
and Eastern North Dakota during the 
past twenty-four hours have caused 
losses reaching the hundreds of thou­ 
sands, to farms, villages, towns and 
cities And the railroads that traverse 
them. 
Electrical disturbances, long her*- 
aided by sultry conditions of the at­ 
mosphere, marched up and down the 
southern tier of Minnesota counties, 
trailed by burning houses and barns, 
dead stock and overflowed fields, and 
leaving all means of communication a 
tangled skein of wires. 
Heavy rains unloaded suddenly ver­ 
itable seas of w ater in northern coun­ 
ties of Minnesota, seeming to move 
from Duluth in a series of cloud­ 
bursts across tho top of the state and 
sweeping down the Red River valley, 
centering at Fargo and Fergus Falls, 
Minn., where three northern railways 
have been forced by the demolishment 
of their trunk systems to depend on a 
narrow thread of steel to enter the 
humming fields of the W estern Da­ 
kotas. 
The most violent demonstrations ot 
the lightning so far able to be re­ 
ported 
came 
from 
Owatonna 
and 
Faribault, Minn. The Northwestern 
did not run trains into Owatonna all 
morning. A night freight ran into 
soft tracks east of that city and piled 
ap lh the ditch late at night and 
wrecked the tracks. Postmaster IM- 
m ent was marooned for a time with 
his wife on an island, from which he 
later 
escaped 
on 
horseback. 
The 
liver 
rose 
visibly 
and 
wrenched 
bridges from their approaches, dash­ 
ing them into bordering forests or 
standing them upon open fields. 
All 
communication with rural districts is 
cut oft. The lightning struck four 
houses. 
At Faribault the lightning set the 
torch to the Rock Island depot and 
fired barns and vast stores of hay in 
the city. The Straight river gushed 
from Its banks and overrun the sur­ 
rounding country, lipping bridges from 
their fastenings and causing wide­ 
spread loss in surrounding districts, 
reaching at least $25,000. 
At Ellendale, Minn., in the same 
part of the state a bolt of lightning 
went along the roof of Hotel Ellen­ 
dale, ripping parts of it into slivers 
and driving guests in their “nighties” 
out into the sheeting rain. 
Several 
head of stock were reported killed. 
The fluid fire of the skies licked 
about the barn of Joe Mullenbach, five 
miles southwest of Adams, Minn., 
causing a loss of $20,000 in vast stores 
of new cut hay, oats, stock and shel­ 
tered machinery. 
Barns and houses were struck near 
Wlndom, Minn., Ole Frederickson los­ 
ing a vast amount of farm property. 
Little damage was done to crops, they 
being in shock. 
The house of Dr. Charles Cooper 
was set on fire by lightning at Chat- 
field, Minn., but it was extinguished 
before a total loss. 
Farm buildings outlying Winona, 
Mien., were struck and burned to the 
ground. 


POLICE FAIL TO FIND CLUE 


RUMORS OF TROUBLE RIFE 


Border States of Mexico 8aid to Be 
in a Turmoil. 
Mexico City, Aug. 14.—Rumors of 
trouble in the border states of Nuevo 
Leon and Coahuila are being persis­ 
tently circulated in this capital, de­ 
spite official 
denials. 
It was said 
that Miguel Cardenas, the governor of 
the state of Coahuila, who was asked 
to resign recently by the president 
and who announced his intention of 
complying 
with 
the 
request, 
has 
changed his mind. According to tele­ 
grams from Saltillo, the capital of 
Coahuila, the state legislature ad­ 
journed without taking action on the 
resignation of the present governor. 
If this is true, it will be the first time 
in the political history of Mexico dur­ 
ing the past quarter of a century that 
a federal mandate has been disregard­ 
ed by a state legislature. 
Mexico 
Nuevo, the organ of the opposition, 
openly charges the grossest frauds on 
the part of the administration election 
officials. They claim to have proofs 
that Jose Ferrel, the candidate of 
the Reyeslte party, was elected by a 
majority of over 4,000 votes, despite 
the voting of children, women and the 
inmates of asylums and prisons.

CAR MEN AVERTED 


Threatened Trouble in Chicago 


Passes Away. 


Chicago, Aug. 14.—The last shadow 
of the trouble between the street rail­ 
way companies of this city and their 
employes, which threatened to lead to 
a strike of great proportions, has 
passed away. Formal peace under a 
three and a half year contract was 
agreed upon at a meeting between the 
officials of the companies and of the 
unions. The proposition made by Pres­ 
ident John M. Roach of the North and 
West Side lines, which forshadowed 
peace, was made to the South Side 
unions by President T. E. Mitten. It 
was accepted by President M. E. 
Buckley, representing the union men. 
The only two hitches in the propo­ 
sition as advanced Thursday night 
were smoothed away. The new men 
are given 23 cents an hour for the 
first six months, 24 cents for the next 
six months, 25 for the second year, 26 
cents for the third year and 27 cents 
until the contract expires Friday, 1913 
The 500 employes of the Consoli­ 
dated Traction lines, which is in the 
hands of a receiver, will be taken 
care of on an equal basis. This will 
be formally recommended to the court 
and United States Judge Grosscup, 
who has the m atter in charge, has in­ 
dicated th at he felt a personal inter­ 
est in the men and that he would do 
all he could for them.

Cabmen and street cai 
men near the Polk street station, 
where the children are supposed to 
have been brought Aug. 4 by their ab­ 
ductor, were questioned by the chief 
of detectives, without any further 
material clue being developed.

Improvement More Manifest in Trade 
and Industry. 
New York, Aug. 14.—Bradstreet’s 
review of trade says improvement is 
more m anifest in general trade and 
Industry this week, but there is still 
present the feeling of conservatism 
hitherto noted, which makes for small 
and frequent rather than heavy indi­ 
vidual sales. 
Developments have been 
largely favorable, chief among these 
the increased arrivals of buyers in 
most markets, a greater disposition to 
take hold for a fall and spring deliv 
cry, a very favorable government crop 
report, the continuance of the market 
strength 
in 
security markets, the 
growing firmness of the time money 
trade. Trade ^rith first hands in dry 
goods is fair, while jobbing trade ex 
pands most rapidly, and retail trade is 
now engaged in digesting the rem 
nants of summer business. The rail­ 
road situation is improving and idle 
cars are disappearing on the Western 
lines as the winter wheat movement 
enlarges. 
Industries are active, iron 
and steel leading, with railroads re­ 
ported buying freely of rails, cars and 
locomotives. There is increasing evi­ 
dence of growing scarcity of help in 
some sections.

Test of Strength Fatal. 
Greensboro, N. C., Aug. 14.—While 
trying to excel his companions at a 
feat of strength Tony Vogt dropped 
dead. He had declared his intention 
to lift a fifty-pound weight above his 
bead fifty times, but on the fourteenth 
attempt he fell to the ground, dying 
before a physician could reach him. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 14.—Two trainloads 
of strike-breakers were placed in the 
Pressed Steel Car company's plant 
before the striking employes of that 
company were aware of the coup. 
The heavy fog which hung over the 
Ohio river served as a shield for the 
company’s men to cover their opera­ 
tions and it wAs not until the last of 
the imported men were being trans­ 
ported across the river that the strike 
pickets learned of the move. 
The strikers are chagrined at being 
outwitted 
and 
heated 
discussions 
were heard at a mass meeting on the 
historic Indian mound at Schoenville. 
A few hours before the strike-break­ 
ers were safely housed in the car com­ 
pany horse sheds, a box car loaded 
with cots and blankets was switched 
into the company’s yards. The car 
was sealed and strikers’ pickets were 
unaware of its contents. 
At noon 140 employes of the Hud­ 
son River railroad who were employed 
on the cars to ha used In the Hudson 
tunnels In New York City left their 
work, refusing to work with the a-1 
leged strike-breakers. 
The strike-breakers were put to 
work at noon. They will receive from 
$1.75 to $2 a day. Tobacco will he 
furnished free and a hotel near the 


car plant will furnish commissary sup­ 
plies. 
It is claimed by the strike leaders 
that desertions of the imported men 
began shortly after noon when a score 
of 
the 
strike-breakers 
scaled the 
stockade surrounding the car plant 
and joined the ranks of the striking 
men. 
The sheriff of Allegheny county, as­ 
sisted by a score of negroes hired by 
the Pressed 8teel Caf company, re­ 
sumed eviction proceedings and at 
dusk moved the last of the forty-seven 
evicted strikers from the company's 
houses. 
Over eighty loads of furni­ 
ture and property of the edited strik­ 
ers and their families lies unsheltered 
In Nichols avenue, Schoenville. 
The state constabulary, aided by 
deputy sheriffs, established regular 
sentry beats about the car plant Lit­ 
tle trouble is anticipated by the au­ 
thorities, however.

The early rounds 
were in his favor, but Lewis fought 
faster each time he arose from his 
chair and won on his m erits with a 
knockout.

This was in the javelin 
throw, B. Gish of the Seattle Athletic 
club hurling the spear a distance of 
244 feet, eclipsing the previous Amer­ 
ican record made by Pratt Adams of 
Philadelphia, June 6, 1908, when he 
threw the javelin 131 feet 6 inches. 
Two A. A. U. junior records were 
made, but only one was allowed to 
stand. The valid one was made in 
the mile run, when J. Ballard of the 
Boston Athletic association made the 
four laps in 4:24%. The one that 
was not allowed to stand was made 
by W. Donald of the Seattle Athletic 
club in the 120-yard high hurdles. His 
time was 15%, but he upset two 
hurdles.
